RECOMMENDATIONS. 

„Memory Quotations,” a 
prepared by Mrs. Julia B. Hoitt, 
Deputy State Superintendent, was rec- 
ommended as a most carefully selected 
list, and adapted to children of the 
various grades. 

The speaker believes that while it is 
true that good manners as n 
morals are best taught by the er's 
example, definite lessons will do much 
toward helping the children to attain 
that finest of fine arts—a beautiful 
behavior. Such lessons should be fa- 
miliar and conversational, and should 
take the form of talks rather thaw 
lectures.

Mexican land grants in Southern Cali- 
fornia, which has aroused much atten- 
tion, the following facts in the case 


are developed upon investigation: 


The action of Dominguez vs. Botiller 
and others, recently decided in the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
arosé under a claim by the plaintiff 
thata Mexican grant called the Las 
Virgenes, in the northwest portion of 
this county, was a perfect and com- 
plete title under the laws of Mexico, 
prior to the treaty of Guadalupe 
Hidalgo of 1848, and admitted it had 
never been submitted to the Board of 
Land Commissioners. The plaintiff, 
Dominguez, claimed that it beinga 
perfect and complete title, it was not 
necessary that the same should be pré- 
sented to the Board of Land Commis- 
sioners, under the act of Congress of 
1851; while the defendants, who were 
occupying portions of this land, 


claimed that it was public land of the 


for the reason 
that by that act of Congress 
all claims to land under any 
Spanish, foreign or Mexican grant 
was required to be so presented, and 
that if not so presented, the act of 
Congress declared that they should be 
deemed and held to be public lands of 
the United States. The State courts 
of California Aeld that it was a per- 
fect title under the laws of Mexico, 
and that it was not necessary that the 
same should be presented to the Land 
Commissioners, for the settlement of 
land titles in this State, in conformity 
with a decision of that court in the 
case of Minturn vs. Brower and others 
This ruling was re- 
versed by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and it was held by that 
court that every claim or title, legal 
or equitable, perfect or imperfect, 
should be presented to that board for 
final determination and adjustment, 
and that all claims and grants 
under any Spanish, Mexican or 
foreign grant to lands within the 
State, not so presented, was to be 
deemed and held as public land. This 
decision can have no bearing upon 
any grant to which a patent has been 
issued by the Government of the 
United States. The decision can only 
relate to such pretended or alleged 
claims or grants as were never pre- 
sented to the Board of Land Commis- 
sioners for adjustment, and any sug- 
gestion that the decision can have any 
effect upon grants patented by the 
United States is groundless, and with- 
out any foundation under this decis- 
ion.

SAMOA. 


A recent issue of the London Times 
contains a communication from a cor- 
respondent, who takes the great Lon- 
don journal to task for stating that 
the Germans can make out a very 
plausible case for their interference in 
Samoa.“ He affirms that, even were 
this the cage, the manner in which 
this interference has been exercised 
involved a breach at once of good 
faith and international comity. 

This correspondent, who is ac- 
quainted with the islands, goes on to 
show that the Germans had been for 
some time secretly scheming against 
Malietoa, and supporting Tamasese, 
on account of a private grudge which 
the head of the German Trad- 
ing Company had against the former; 
that, on a frivolous pretext, a 
fine which Malietoa could not possibly 
pay was levied on him, and the non- 
payment of it was made an excuse for 
carrying him off, first to New Guinea. 
then to the west coast of Africa, and 
thence to Hamburg; that Mataafa 
took up Malietoa's cause, until the 
former could return, and was joined 
by almost all the natives of the group, 
including the inhabitants of an island 
who have for 30 years held aloof from 
these wars; that Malietoa and Ma- 
taafa are worthy men, while Tamasese 
is quite otherwise, and that the oppo- 
sition under Tamasese would at once 
collapse were it not for German sup- 
port. 

There is no doubt that the bulk of 
the English speaking people, not only 
in England, but in the colonies, are 
strongly with the United States —and 
therefore with the Samoans— in this 
question. The geherosity of the Eng- 
lish people, which only needs a thor- 
ough comprehension of the merits of 
an issue to manifest itself, is not slow 
in finding decided expression against 
the gross injustice of the Germans 
toward these unfortunate islanders. 
When we say the Germans we mean 
the German Government, for we do 
not believe that the great German 
people would approve of such injus- 
tice, were they permitted to obtain a 
true insight into the merits of the 
case. 

It looks as if the British Govern- 
ment was inclined to side with Ger- 
many in this matter, but it will

OUR FUEL V. 


Even the great coal measures of 
England will not last very much 
longer. From data collected by the 
Royal Statistical Society of Great 
Britain, the conclusion is reached that 
the coal fields of England will be 
worked out in just about a hundred 
years, at the present rate of consump- 
tion. According to recent estimates, 
the anthracite coal flelds of Pennsyl- 
vania will last about twice as long as 
those of England. For the most part, 
anthracite coal is used in all of the 
manufactories of the Northern States, 
and on all the steamérs Which make 
ocean voyages. Occasionally soft or 
bituminous coal is used. The re- 
sources of the latter, in this county, 
are practically inexhaustible. 

In view of these facts, the question 
arises: Whatis to be the motive power 
of the future? All the great fleets of 
the world are consyming the best coal 
that can be found. The ratio of con- 
sumption is increasing rapidly all over 
the world. Locomotives no longer burn 
wood, except in few instances. It is 
estimated that the Southern Pacific 
Railway system consumes: pany 2000 
tons of coal. 

The Russians drive all their steam- 
ships on the Caspian Sea and all the 
locomotives in that section with pe- 
troleum, obtained from wells on the 
shores of that sea. Petroleum is re- 
garded by many as the fuel of the 
future. Atameeting of the Electric 
Lighting Association, held recently in 
Chicago, there was an interesting dis- 
cussion on the relative advantages of 
coal and petroleum as fuel. The fol- 
lowing facts were quoted:

ervation on this side of the Colorado 
River. 
These Indians are the very embodi- 
ment of laziness, and to look at one of 
them ten minutes would make the most

going off to some quiét noo taking 
a Solitary snooze. You sheuld always 
call an Indian Jim if you have not been 
formally introduced, and if you want 
to jump, into his affections with both 
feet prefix that little word “Captain,” 
“Injun” is yours for keeps. 
It doesn’t cost Jim anything to travel 
by rail between this city and Arizona. 
e doesn’t trouble himself about tick- 
ets, but simply mounts a rear platform 
and sleeps until he reaches a station 
where he thinks he can get something 
toeat. When an Indian sets out from 
Yuma for Los Angeles he is as poor 
as a snake; in fact he never 


such a journey until he is By etty near 
the grave for the want of food of a 
more substantial nature than grass- 
hoppers and mesquite bean meal. If 
he has good luck on the road he 


alf-starved look that hovers about 
him when he boards the train af 
Yuma. If, however, luck is again 
him on the road, he is a most pitiful- 
looking being when he reaches the 
Southern Pacific depot in this city.

poor, half-starved Capt. Jim ted 
a sad-voieed “hello” at her kitchen 
door. She didn’t exactly faint, but she 


would have done so had there been 
anyone present to catch her, for never 
before in her life had her lovely eyes 


rested n such a hideous creature. 
Capt. In wore an od army coat that 
flopped gracefully about his bare sides, 


a pair of pantaloons that might have 
done service for an 8-year-old 1 
bare feet, und a dilapidated plu 
that was about ten sizes too small — 
him. As soon as the lady opened the 
door Jim ejaculated: 
Injun heap dam hungry,“ and ee 
stepped inside of the room. The 
woman had heard of many kin Vor 
tramps, but she had never met one 80 
hideous as Jim. She understood that 
the copper-colored rascal wanted some- 
thing to eat, and she r together 
enough food to satis y a dozen men. 
She hardly knew what she was doing, 
and, from the way she dished food out 
to the fellow, it is very evident that 
she is not in the habit of feeding people 
who don’t know when they have 
enough. The Indian swallowed food 
until he became swelled out like a toad. 
He was so full that he could hardly 
move, and it was almost 30 minutes be- 
fore he managed to drag himself out 
into the back yard, where he mie 
down dead—to all appearances. 
little woman thought she 
illed him, and a messenger 2 
off post haste for her husband. 
When the young husband reached 
home he found his wife weeping and 
laughing byturns. It was some min- 
utes before he could get out of his wife 
what the trouble was, but when he did 
a physician was sent for, and 
frightened wife was put to bed. The 
doctor and husband went out to see if 
the Indian was dead. They expected 
from what the wife had said to find 
rLo with his head split in two 
rom the blow of an ax, or a big 
butcher knife sticking in his gizzard, 
and when they walked up to his pros- 
trate form ana found him snoring like 
one of the seven sleepers, they could 
not understand why the frightened 
woman had stated that she killed 
him. The husband gave the ks, but 
Capt. Jim several vicious kicks, bu 
the child of the forest only grunted and 
slept on. 

For two nights and days that noble 
red man slept the sleep of the just, and 
it was only yesterday that the poor 
little woman became convinced that 
she had not murdered a human being. 
Capt. Jim woke up at 11 o’elock yes- 
terday morning, and after monkeying 
around the yard for a few minutes, he 
made straight for the kitchen door and 
started off: In jun heep dam but he 
never finished it, for the little woman 
slammed the door in his face and yelled 
police“ at the top of her voice, 

Capt. Jim had heard that cry before, 
and quicker than the wink of a San 
Francisco girl, he was over the back 
fence and out of sight. If that little 
woman ever feeds another Indian, she 
will not give him more than enough to 
keep him from starving.
